FKOM THE SCENE OF WAR. 



France Beported to Be Sending: Force 
to Demand Bedress for the Harder 
of a Missionary. 



The Japaneso-Korean Convention and 
Its Three Articles— Minis- 
terial ResiiTuations.

Details of the severe fighting at, PhyouR 
yaag and Yalu river had not ycached Japan 
when the Empress of India left there eleven 
days ago. There was, however, muoh news 
of interest concerning tho progress of the 
war, and— the press oonsorahip having been 
lifted on the 12th instant— each and all the 
correspondents were having their fling. So 
well had the representatives of the Eoglish 
and American papers in the field pleaded 
their .oaase .that tbef had prevailed, too, 
upon the Japanese military autliortties to 
allow all duly Bccredited correspondents to 
accompany the expedition to China, and it 
is expected thot their future movements will 
be facilitated rather than hampered. 

In referring to tho first of tho " decisive 
battles " gained by tho .Japanese at Phyong- 
yang, tho Advertiser (Yokohama) says it is 
" greatly afraid that they cannot be termed 
' decisive.' The Japanese are too weak in 
oavalry. They may, and doubtless have, 
driven the Chinese from Phyong-yaug and 
Yalu river, but their march northward after 
these battles will be sabjeob to oontinual 
attack from scattered bodies of Chinese 
horse." 

Besides tho Rnsslans and the English, the 
French ore now demanding attention aa pos- 
sible factors in tho Far Gisb question. As 
foreseen, their movements are ADti-Cbinese 
and pru.Jupaneao. The Tokyo Asahl says 
(on the authority of its Fuean correspondent) 
that the French have two men.of-war at 
Fuaan, and await tho arrival of five more. 
When these come, the tlaet of seven will be 
sent with a special ambjkasador to China to 
demand rodrcsa for tho murder of a French 
missionary in Korea by Chicleao soidiers. 

Little that is fresh or deSnito is known 
as to the movements of Ruaeia. It is cati- 
mated that nearly 30,000 RuBsian troops are 
in Etatcrn Siberia, and they have with them 
sixty- four heavy guns. This in connection 
with tho faot that Ruaeia has Bent eight 
warshipa under sealed orders to Korea, and 
that the conimandcr in chief of Eastern Si- 
beria ho.s been direcled to hold the troopa 
in that district in readiness to march it any 
moment, as significant. The Japanese 
diplomats expreaa perfect oonfidenoe that 
the powera will not permit China to annex 
Korea — nor Japan. 

An unconfirmed (and doubtless nnreliable) 
telegram received at Mojt from Saseho on 
the 4th, annoutu s the report current there 
that two French men-of-war wore recently 
fired on and sunk by Chinese warships in the 
'peighborhood of vShanghai. This possibly 
may have some coQoeotioD with the expe- 
dition above referred to, and its eonfirmaiifon 
or denial will he aWftltod with keen'flXpeo- 
tanoy. 

A gentleman who returned to Japan from 
Shanghai on the 3rd inst. brings the word 
that the stodmers of the China Merchants' 
Steamship Company have changed the color 
of their fannels and now fly the British flig. 
Of much more intorest to the commercial 
world is the news that the foreign consuls at 
S langhai have at length addrobsod a note to 
the Taoai intimating that if that ofTicial con- 
tinues to disregard tho neutrality of the 
port men will be landed from tho British, 
French and United States men of-war, 

Mr. Yamaaaki, apecial oorroapondent of 
the Jiji Shimpo at Shimonoaeki, tclographa 
bis paper that though the British govern- 
ment had declared ueutrttlity in the present 
war, the Britiah-Asiutic squadron had acted 
in such a manner as indirectly to assist 
China, and to oxcite most unfavorable 
criticism in Japan. In coneequence, certain 
high oflicera of tho squadron and a consul in 
Korea have been released from their poata. 
As Mr. Garduer (aotlng British Cunaul- 
Gcneral in Seoul, in place of Mr. Hillier) 
was to return to Amoy, bis own station, on 
the arrival of Mr. Hilliar this moabh, and 
as Admiral Freemantle's torm of office ex- 
pires next spring, this may, and probably 
dues, form the basis for the oorrespondent's 
prophecy. 

Some time ago the Eastern papers ro- 
lorted that the ministors for Great Britain, 
Etusaia and Germany held a meeting at 
Choofoo, about August 18, to discuss mat- 
ters connected with tho protection of the 
subjects of tho three powers in China. The 
Yomiuri and other Tokio pipers now assert 
that instead of the protection of their na- 
tionals, the subject really considered by the 
miuiatera waa an n lliance of the three pow- 
ora in connection with tho war. Tiie parti- 
culars of their report are known in Japan, 
but have not been allowed to be published, 
by tho government of tliat country. 

In regard to tho battles of early Soptoni- 
ber, tho Japanese press bus less to say than 
one would expect. Tho general opinion was 
that their result would bo aa it haa been, 
and beyond an occasional " I told you so," 
the papers are content to wait for full do- 
tails. Rev, S. A. MofTett, of the American 
Presbyterian mission, who has just arrived 
direct from Pbyong-yang, denies that the 
Chinese force there oould have been any- 
thing like the 40,000 reported — 10,000 
would be, he thinks, a closer estimate. He 
Bays that the Celestial army was in no con- 
dition to give battle when it was ofTered, 
them at Phyung-yang, having boon oom- 
poUod to fall back on their base of supplies at 
that point for rest from repeated skirmishes. 

Inhuman barbarity marks the course of 
the Chinese army," he says. " The Chinese 
Tuotni, of Formosa, who ofTored a prize for 
Japanese heads, is not a solitaiy instanco of 
savogo depravity. At Phyong-yung tho 
Korean cuatoma havo been enliated, and 
three Japanese heads trauhfixcd on spouru 
grace the walla, while tho hands of fivo of 
thoir countrymen, nailed to the gates mot 
tho oycB of tho .lapaneao when they arrived 
at Whnng-ju." 

Tho Yoiiiiuri and other papers report that 
tho war prizJH obtained ac tho battlts of 
Soikwan and A sau are to be exhibited at 
a military oxliibition at Kudon, ToUio, for 
public inepooiiou. The prizes oonaist of war 
banners, drums, flags, etc. Tho Chinese 
captives it hua been decided to send to Mat- 
suyama, Khimo Prefecture, where they will 
bo oonfinod in the regular barracks until an 
exohango of prisoners porniite of their re- 
turn to thoir own country. A curious coin- 
cidcnoo, which strikos tho Japanese as an 
omen of suocoes, is that after the capture of 
Fort Arthur by tho Japanese, the 30,000 



Japanese troops were landed north of the 
Petang, just where the French forces landed 
thirty years ago. 

The Korean government is still engaged 
in piooing out its reform quilt. Oje very 
good move has already materialized, namely 
in regard to tho coinage. Tho new coins 
are at last out, and in the first stages of cir- 
culation. They are in fivo denominations — 
two copper coins of J and 1 oent denomina- 
tion, a 5 cent nickel piece, and a 20 oent 
and $1 silver coin. 

The Japanese official Gazette of the llth 
insb,, contains the following oonvootion con- 
cluded between Mr. Otori, Japanese min- 
ister to Seoul, and Mr. Kim-in-Shok, Kor- 
ean minister of foreign affairs : 

" Since the Korean government entrusted 
the Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy 
Extraordinary of Japan to Seoul on the 
'2i')'M, 7th moon, 27th year of Mi iji in the 
JapanoBo calendar, and 2.'ird, Gth moon, 
503rd year (after the foundation of Korea) 
in the Korean calendar, with tho oomrria- 
siow of expelling the Chinoso troopa from 
Korea, the governments of both contracting 
parties have been placed in a position to 
assist each other both in attaoking and in 
defending themselves against China. The 
representatives of both contracting parties 
in accordance with full power given to them 
by each respective government have agreed 
upon the following articles in order to make 
clear the faot of their allianoe and also to 
attain the object of said alliancs of the con- 
tracting parties : 

" Article 1 — The objoct in view of tho 
present convention is to expel the Chinese 
troops beyond ahe frontiers of Korea ; to 
placo the affiirs of Korea on a firai basis, 
and thereby to promote the common inter- 
ests of Japan and Korea. 

" Article 2— Japan shall take in hand the 
task of fighting in defence against, as well 
as in attacking China, and Korea shall be 
bound to give all possible assistance to tho 
movements of the Japanese army and navy, 
and in tho supplying of their provisions, 

" Article 3 — This present convention shall 
become void when a treaty of peace is con- 
cluded with China." 

The document boars the signatures of 
O^ori Kishuka, Japanese minister plenipo- 
tentiary and envoy extraordinary, and Kim- 
in-Shok, Korea's new minister of foreign 
affairs. 

Among the recent reform measures 
adopted by the Korean council is 
ono which provides that " Min-yong- 
chu (jr) ' daughter of the god of war ', 
and Mim.Hiong-Sik should be tried for their 
many crimes and puniehod. Timber land, 
taken by officials and yang bans for their 
tombs, shall be returned to the ownera. Im- 
movable property, auch as farma, houaes 
and timber land, taken by oflBcials or yang- 
bans without making any compensation or 
by making very inadequate compensation 
within tho last ten years, should be returned 
to the rightful owner on application by such 
owner, who will produce two witneescs that 
have personal knowledge of the faot and 
can conclusively prove it. Tha various de- 
partments must have foreigners for their 
advisers." 

A later enactment is to the effect that 
when memorials, whether from high or 
low, are sent to Mralleging bad conduct 
on the part of an official, oopies of the same 
should be transmitted to the prime minis- 
ter's department and the matter fully exam- 
ined and redress made if the statements are 
true. The jail in Seoul should bo placed 
under the police department, and the 
alleged offence of any person ar- 
rested, whether great or small, should 
be tried and determined acoording to the 
rules of the police department, and when 
the offence is proven the head of the police 
department must send in writing to the 
officers of the law department all the evi- 
dence, together with tho offender, when 
proper judgment will be rendered. This is 
only a temporary arrangement, and will con- 
tinue until tho courts are more fully organ- 
ized." 

Many mombera of tho Korean cabinet, 
representing the ProgrcBaivo party, have ro- 
aigned, prubably on account of friction. 
Puk-Yon-Ho haa retired to Ryoaan and haa 
not yet seen the Tai won-Kun. It is re- 
ported that Ming-Y'ang.Jun has been ar- 
rested by tho Chinese troops in Pingando 
nd B.-nt to TicntDia. 

A Fuaan telegram dated Sept. 10, states 
that the pardon of Pak-Yen-Ho (Boku-Yei- 
Kf>) had not yet been proclaimed at that 
date. The Kukumin and some other Tokio 
papers say that Boku has made up his mind 
to return to Pokin ; the sanio dispatch an- 
nounces that on Sept. 10 a b:kll was given at 
tho Japanese legation in Seoul in honor of 
Marquis Saionji. All the foreign repro- 
Bontatives, with the exception of Mr. 
Gardner, the acting British consul-general, 
were present. 

A diapatch from Chemulpo dated Auguat 
29, contains information to the eflfect that 
the generals commandiag the Chinese troops 
at Pingyaog have issued a notification that 
anyone who shall arrest any Japanese 
travelling in Wh.>ng-hai do or Fingan-do 
shall be rlohly rewarded, and also that tho 
Chinoeo array has been sent to wreak 
vengeance on the Japanese who maaaacred 
;),000 Koreans at A-san. Koreans generally 
believe in this notification, and the scouts of 
tho Japanese army have been troubled by 
Koreans moro than by Chinese. 

The Hochi learns from an oyo-witness of 
tho battles at Selkwan and A-san that tho 
Chineso troops thoro wore not very skilful in 
shooting, their bullets being directed not 
higher than three feet from tho ground. 
They used Bmokoless powder, and moat of 
them wore armed with seven-shotted 
repeating rifles. They seemed, how- 
over to bo unaoouatomod to tho use of 
repeaters, as when ordered to fire they dis- 
charged all seven shots in rapid succeaaion. 
During tho firing of these volleys, tho 
Jupanoao officers ordered their men to lie 
down on tho ground and then to rise and 
rush on the enemy in tho intervals while 
they were loodtug their rifles. ' These tactics 
it ia said were very sucoeaaful. 

From the Kokkai it is learned that the 
dally coat of tho Japanese army HOW in the 
field is not less than 300,000 yen, which 
runs to over 100,000,000 per annum. The 
loan is being very rapidly taken up, and no 
pinch ia yet being felt at home. 

The British fleet at last advices was at A- 
Ban, picking up moro of the lutvlvors of the 
Kow Shing. One report in oiroulation is 
that 400 more Chinese have satvived that 
disaster »n4 are on ene of the iaiaads.

Ooslow, B N., who are going home for pro- 
motion ; Mr. T. I. Borowo, B.N,, who is 
invalided back to England | and Mr. 
H. Pollaok, a wealthy Shanghai 
merchant, who, wibh Mrs. Pollaok, 
left the ship here. Others on the 
list were: A. Amory, jr., Grenfel Baker, 
Captain I. M. M. Barr, D. Beebc, A. A. K.

■' Dr. Meadows' place on the outward trip, 
waa dropped at Yokohama. He will not 
enter the Japanese naval servloB owing to 
the determination of the War Office to re- 
ceive no foreign assistance, but will spend a 
few months in the Orient before returning 
home. Apart from the war, the only Ori- 
ental newB of interest eonoems the great 
galea and one or two severe fires with whioh 
Japan has again been afHioted,

that they bad no jarisdiotion in the now 
famous Robb case and an air of irregularity 
began to settle down over all magiatrates' 
proceedings in this city, outaido tho pre- 
cincts of the local police court, the bar as- 
sociation hold one of their regular meetings.

In consequence of these, 
a resolution was carried asking the At- 
torney-General to bring into force the act of 
1S92, by which all commissions of the peace 
should be cancelled, and in tho case of Van- 
couver, a royal commission issue to look 
into the past conduct of the bench before 
fresh appointments were made.

Another Battle at Hand-CUlua Says 
Korea Is Still Friendly 
to Her. 



London, Sept. 2u. — A dispatoh from 
Shanghai eays that seven tbonaand Chinese 
troops were landed from the transports dur' 
ing the naral battle at Yaln. The Chinese 
ships ran short of ammanition. Col. Von 
Hannekon had ordered the Ch|pese ships to 
ram the Japaneao vobooIb, when the latter 
drew cS. The Chineee deolare the Chin 
Yuen rammed and sank a Japanese irou- 
olad during the Qght, but this la denied by 
the Japanese. Following the example eet 
by Japan, the Chinese government demands 
the registration of ali Japanese residents in 
China. First Lieutenant ChinR, of the 
Chinnso orniser Chin Ynen, 8ank during the 
reoent naval battle off Yaln river, and who 
escaped when the veasel sank, has organized 
a party and started out to endeavor to re- 
cover his oiptain'd body. 

A Shanghai cliBpiktch eays in an edict is- 
saed on Sept. 2;!, the iCmperor of China ex- 
pressed great personal regret at the death of 
General Tso Fung, killed at Ping Yung, and 
has ordered his remains to be given military 
honors. General Tso Fung, the diapitcti 
B^iys, though severely wounded, continued 
to lead the troops until killed. 

The foreign consiila at Shanghai, with the 
Portugueau uniieul at the head, comiuuni- 
catod wilh the Taiotai in oonuooiion with 
the neutrality of the port, but as the Tuio- 
tai'ii reply was unsatibfaotory they held a 
meeting, Aa n result of the nieoting the 
following resolutions wore jont to the 
Taiotai : The action of the Taiotai of 
.ShanRhai is most unfair to the neutral port, 
and if he continuoa to aot in audi a violent 
manner troops shall be landed from the 
Britieh, French and American men-of-war 
for the protection of the inhabii-anta of tlio 
settlement. 

The anti-foreign feeling in Pekin is grow- 
ing steadily. The foreigners are oonstaatly 
subjected to insult. 

Tne case of the two alleged Japaneao 
spies arrested on the French oonceasion liy 
the Fi'enoh police and delivered to the U.S. 
consul-general ia atill under conpidoration 
St Pekin. U.S. Goneul-General Jernig'in is 
active in having all the Japanese not identi- 
fied with Shanghai by important bueinesa 
relations return to Japan, and last week 
about one hundred of them went homo. The 
consul-general is sparing no effort to rid 
Shanghai of the Japanese, whose preaanoe 
might possibly be made the oause of com- 
plaint by China or a source of danger to the 
settlement. 

The report contained in the Victoria cable 
dispatoh saying Japan bad offdred an apology 
and agreed to pay indemnity for the sinking 
of tlie Kow Shnng is denied at the Japanese 
legation. 

A Shanghai diipatob says the British 
ateamer Irene has arrived at Ta Ku, where 
abe landed a o*rgo of munitions of war. 

The Daily Kews, commenting apoB the 
dispatoh stating that Japan bad a fresh 
army of 80,000 men ready for the field, eaya 
ID is probable the Japanese oontemplate a 
dash on Pekin. 

The Times says : Japan has already done 
enough to convince intelligent men the 
world over that they must reckon with a' 
new power. Referring to the alleged desire 
on tne part of Russia to secure an open har- 
bor on the I'acifio, the same paper says: 
Such poasoBsion would bo a menace to both 
England and Japan, who are likely to ba 
found standing side by side on some import- 
ant point should the powers iaturfero In the 
present dispute. The Times says another 
battle between the J apanet^e and the Chi- 
nese landed in Korea on the bank oi the 
Yftlu river may be cicpectod soon. 

The Times this morning publishes a lead- 
ing article in which it says Japan has 
already effected enough to convince intelli- 
gent men the world over that henceforth 
they must reckon with a now power in the 
East, A new state has taken her place in 
the front rank of nations, and her vo:cj can- 
not longer ho ignored in the ouncils. The 
Novoe Vromya, the Times adds, reminds ua 
that Ruesia still hankers for the possession 
of an open harbor on the PaciGo. Such a 
possesaton would bo a great mcoaco tu both 
England and Japan, who are likely to bo 
found standing side by side on aome impor- 
tant points should the powera intervene in 
the present dispute. 

The TimcB caloulates that the Japanese 
will certainly reach Wiju from Pingyang at 
the end of this week, and will meet: the 
Obinese troopa that were landed on the 
Koreas bank of the Yala river by Admi «! 
Ting. It ia not clear, the Times adds, 
whether the Cbinese transports had time to 
disembark their stores. At any rate, the 
condition of the Cbinrae oolnmn must be 
preoaiioua, and there teeniB nothing to pre* 
vent a Japanese squadron from revisiting 
the mouth of the Y'alu and destroying any 
Chinese transports remaining there. To 
move troopa by soa from Pingyang to the 
Valu and then shift, their baao of oporationH 
further north, thus supplying re inforce- 
ments to the column lU'irohiiig northward 
from Pingyang, could easily bu liono if an 
advance in Manchuria is intended. 

Wilh regard to an attack upon Moukdcn 
the Times aaya tlial the .Japaneoo cannot 
overlook the lact thaa aparc from its pre- 
sumed Binctity it is a positiuu of little mili- 
tary value. Ic iu not tho shortoac or best 
route to Peking. It the luival situation per- 
mits tho free ueo of thi3 Valu river as a basis 
it will cijiiully allow a far nearer point of 
diBeinbiu katiiiii \\ liuther or not such de- 
fences an Moukiloii finsaeBsea would prove 
formidable to the Jupaneso artillery, the 
fighting power of tlia Ctiiuisu would show to 
the best advantage iu the defer os of a walled 
city. Oa the v/liole, dilll jultiea ond uncer- 
tainties may atill doter tlie Japanese com- 
mander from embarking upon such nn ad- 
veuturo. Tho pacidoalion and udniiniatra- 
tion of Korea would in tlionisolvea absorb 
the energies of u larf,e military force during 
the winter. \A'ith regard to tho naval bat- 
tle, tho damage iuil ccd n)UBt have been 
done aa in the days of tho seveoty.fours. 

At to the political outcome of the struggle, 
the reatriotloDB wtiioh have oonverted Yoko- 
bania into a kind of Gibraltar cannot be 
ranch longer maintained againit the aspira- 
tions of a powerful naval and military 
nation ton long subjected to trammel** Un- 
pleasant as tho changed oonditlOBl may 
aeem, they must bo accepted. 

A dispatoh from ]?orlin to the Times 
states that a member of tho Chinese legation 
in an interview said China dare not abandon 
Korea, even if the war should last throe 
years, Bosidoe, he added, the Koreans are 
still hostile to tho Japanese, as is proven by 
their refusal to concodo tho Japanese do- 
maud that they cut ofT their long hair as a 
sign of submiasion. The Japanese, he 
further said, have done everything to wound 
the feelings of tho Chinese, Directly the 
Chinese minister had left Tokio for the 
aoene of boatilitiea the Japantie deatroyed 



the ChlnesB legation and Buddhist temple, 
beside setting fire to nrd destroying Chinese 
olub houses and residences and niurdeiiag 
helpless Chinese in r.ba it -eots. 

A dispatch to the Times fnm St. Pniore- 
birg aaya : Ic ia reported here that China 
has attacked the station of tho ne-,v Ussucri 
section of the Siberian railway, plundered 
the telegraph ollisa and killed eight em- 
ployes. It is fearad the government will 
make this a protoxt to interfere in the 
Korean struggle between China and Japan- 
SuANOUAl, Sept, 25 — It is undoratood 
that the government of Manchuria is con- 
centrating all the troops raised in that pro- 
vince upon MoukdoD, and on tho route to 
Wija extensive earthworks are being raised. 
The levies are composed of hardy northern 
Chinamen, and are exoellent material, bat 
they are badly armed, only about 4,000 of 
them having good military riflea. Further 
supplies, however,., are i. oeiog hurried up 
from the southern arjieaala. 

The Chlneielbrae oa' tbe Yala liver is es- 
timated at 2.800. ' Many of these are raw 
levies, and are also badly armed. The lods 
of guns, riflea and ammunitioa at Pingyang 
has greatly embarrasaed tnpChlDeBe, it is 
reoounizid that a battle mqabbe fought oa 
the Yulu, and the Obineae are atrainlcg every 
nerve to retrieve the diaaater at Pingyang, 
Wiju is on the Korean aide of the Yalu 
river. Here the Japanese are aoncentratlng 
their troops, which will bo ferried across tho 
broad stream. There ia a good rond to 
Moukden, beginning at a point opposite 
Wiju, Not a single Japaneao soldier has 
yet set foot on Chinese soil, The Chineao 
have all been driven out of Korea or cap- 
tured. 

Tho island of Yantantn, iu Korea bay. 
has been made a coaling station, whence tho 
Jipanise ctn keep constant watoh upon the 
mouth of the Gulf of Pochili, nine Japanese 
gunboats baing atalioncd there. 

Tho Emperor of China is cnnipletoly 
under thu iulluonce of his former tutor and 
alvisor. Tho British steainer Iceno, from 
Hamburg, loaded with largo (juantitics of 
munitions of war, has safely arrived at 
Taku, and has landed her cargo. 

New York, Sept, '25 — Tho Herald's 
European edition publishes tho follotving 
from its correapondtnt at Brussels : " The 
eminent naval authority who writes under 
the nom de guerre of 'Nauticua' is bore, 
and I interviewed him for tho Herald 
on the aubjoot of the recent Chinese 
and JapanLso encounter at tho mouth of the 
Yalu. Ho expressed an absolute conviction 
that the Chineee had suffered as crushing a 
defeat as tho French and Spaniards did at 
Trafalgar. His roaeone are that tho Chinese 
had put forward all their fighting ships that 
were worth anything, and the surviving ves- 
sels must all (;o to the dry docks for repairs, 
" Besides tbe crippled yeeaels, China pos- 
sesses only one warship, tho protected 
cruiaer Foo Ching, which in France or Eag- 
land would be ranked tblrd-olaaa. Ic is 
even doubtful whether the Foo CbIng, which 
was launched in 1890, ia yet armed. China, 
therefore, is absolutely crippled at sea, 
whereas the Japanese retain all their fight- 
ing strength barring the Matsuma. " Nauti- 
ous " adds that Admiral Ting made exactly 
the same mistake as Admiral Persano at 
Iiessa in iS66, in attempting to land forces 
on a coaab not his own, lioth battica pre- 
sent a strange analogy. Admiral Ting has 
been aa completely beaten &t Yalu as Per- 
sano was at Lessa, 



FEBE TRADE FOJi CANADA. 

From the Nor' Wcater.l ^ 
When vlaiting Winnipeg with the British 
Association, Sir Richard Temple, who de- 
clared himself to be an out-and-out free 
trader, although a Coaservativo in I']agtiah 
politics, expressed the opinion thac owing to 
our peculiar position as regards the United 
States, a protective tariff is In some measure 
necessary and perhaps defensible, if nob on 
economic, at least on political grounds, Even 
if not rendered imperative for purposes of 
revenue, the total abolition of duties on manu- 
factured goods woald enable American manu- 
facturers to swamp our maaufacturere, and 
Canada would speedily become a dependent 
upon tho U.S , trading ofl' the products of 
the mine, tho forest, the fisherico and tho 
farm for manufactured products. This 
would lead sooner or later to annexation. If 
it 1)3 true that oommorce follows the II ig, it 
is equally true that tho Qig follows com- 
merce, and if tho Americana had undisputed 
poaaesaion of the Canadian murketp, both aa 
buyer ond seller, British connection would 
not ba worth fivo yean' purcliaao. How- 
ever, this contingency ia hardly worth con- 
sidering, as we have to raiso upwurda of 
S3O.00IJ,O0O every year to meet the charges 
on revenue, and as direct taxation will not 
be tolerated, the revenue must ot necessity 
be raised by tariff. 

All we can hope for is, as eug;{( atcd by Sir 
Richard, that our friends dawn at Oaawa 
will try to temper the wind to the shorn 
lamb, and try to m ikc tho duties aa light 
and convenient to you [ua] as they possibly 
can." When Mr. Liuner lolka about ' Free 
Trade ' as undoratood in England, as possible 
in tho near future, ho is ' calking through 
his hat.' Both political parties must have 
resort to custom duties, and the issue be- 
tween them ia not one of ' free trade ' and 
' proteotioD,' bat one of mere detail as to 
the mode of levying the tariff. The money 
muBt be raised aomefaow, whether Consorva- 
tivea or Ltberala are in power ; and the only 
difference between them will relate, not to 
tno system itaelf, but to the method of ita 
application. To auppoae that Mr. L%nrler 
c )uid give us immediate relief la absurd. He 
would be compelled to meet exponditura 
v;it h revenue ; and if ha lowered the tariff 
at one point ho must raise it in another. 
The tariff issue reaolvea itself into tho very 
namw (|iieJi;.ion na to which pocket in tho 
tax-payoi'a clothes the money nmat oomo 
from. In tho U i''(t States, on tho con- 
trary, it ia a liv, ifsuo, for tho debt is do- 
creustiig and thur<v.'DUo iacrrasing, while 
the internal resouruea are bouodlesa, and 
the population ia iurge and steadily gaining 
in number. 

AVhere Mr, Liurier ia mistaken ia in sup- 
posing ua ao unaophiscicatod ua to taku hia 
iloquenco seriously. Wo can enjoy hia 
speaking aa an incolligcnt treat, just aa wo 
could cnjny a I'-ofuro from Col. Hob ingor- 
foli, without ttlmitting the uorrectnoaa of 
hia arguments. But i ven if wo woro aa free 
from the burden of debt as our neighbors to 
the south, tho argument agoinat tho froond- 
misai'm of Amerioiui goods would still, bb 
Sir Richard Temple pointed out, be sup- 
ported by political aonaldeiations Involving 
the oontinnanoe of British oonneotion.

OHINA AND JAPAN. 

Mr. Henry Norman, well known to many 
on this aide of the Atlantic as an able, in- 
dualrious and thoroughly reliable journaliat, 
visited China, Japan and Korea, and studied 
the "Far Eastern Problem " in those coun- 
tries. He gives the results of bis observa- 
tions and the oonclusiona at which he has 
arrived in a short and very interesticg 
article in the September onmber of the 
Contemporary Review. 

Mr. Norman describes Korea as a miser- 
able country. Its inhabitants, from the 
hishesb to the lowest, are ezceediDgly 
poor. The people are unenterprieiog, chiefly 
because they know that if they happen 
to accumulate a little property it will be 
taken from them by the cUioiala of the 
Government. To give an idea of the 
extreme indigence of the people, he says : 
■ A five-pound note would have amply auf- 
fioed to bny everything I saw, with the pos- 
sible exception of an animal or two, in a 
week's journey in the interior. From the 
King down to the lowest hanger-on of the 
palace the sole interest in life of the whole 
nyang pan tribe is to take from the howcra 
•of wood and drawers of water everything 
«zcept what is absolutely necessary to the 
preservation of life." A country such as 
this aeema to bo hardly worth fighting for 
Neither would it be were it not that its 
geographical situation makes it important 
to China, Japan and Russia. 

The reviewer evidently feels a hearty 
contempt for the Chinese and their 
institutions. His observations did not 
give him the impression that China 
is invincible. On the contrary, he says 
plainly that " China has long been destined 
to bo the prey of the first armed comer." 
He laughs at the ido'i of China being able to 
keep in the field a large army, Ue declares 
that its Government has absolutely no or' 
ganization for handling large bodleii of men, 
As to raiaing leviea in distant provincea 
that is impoBsiblo, from the more fact that 
they would not bo able to find sustenance 
while marching through a country alwuya 
on the verge of famine. The men would bo 
without food or arms or nniforros or skilled 
leadership. A Chinese army, according to 
Mr. Norman, must) be a mere mob, far more 
dangerous to its own country than to the 
enemy. 

He haa almost, if not quite, aa poor an 
opinion of China's navy as he haa of its 
army. A groat deal of money has been 
spent in buying first class ships and arming 
them with modern onginoa of war, but 
such are the stupidity and want of disci- 
pline of ChinoBO sailors of all ranks that 
it is impoBsiblo to keep the vessels and their 
armament in good fighting condition. " The 
truth Is," says Mr. Norman, <*if the Jap- 
anese do not sweep the Chinese from the 
sea, their study, skill, devotion and experi- 
ence go for nothing, and there is no need to 
train our naval officers at all." If the 
Chinese, ho thinks, had ICuropoan olfioera 
they would be ablo to givo a good aooount 
of thomsolvos, for they are not lacking in 
courage. But ho is of opinion that the 
ships have so greatly deteriorated through 
neglect and ill-usage that even the most 
skilful olllcsrs could got nothing like 
their beet out of them. Ho has 
something to say about the oorrut:. 
tion that is rife in every department of I 



the Chinese Government, and ho gives in- 
stances both of the ineptitude of the sailors 
and of the rascality of the contractors. 

Mr. Norman is evidently an extreme 
partisan of Japan. He takes the Japanese 
aide in this quarrel with as much enthuaiaam 
as if ho were, the most loyal of tho loyal 
aubjoota of the l^mperor. Ho speaks in tho 
highest terms of their intelligenos and of 
their desire for improvement. Alluding to 
the Commission that was sent to Europe to 
find a religion fur tho Japanese, he says : 

Xhey did not find a religion, but thoy 
found a navy and an army iqual, as far as 
they ^0, to tboaa of any of the great powera ; 
in BoientiQo studies, in medicine, in photo- 
graphy, in many kinds of manufacturca 
they are astoiiiahing the few observers who 
wotoh them, and the world will soon be 
e(iualty astonished at this new oompstitor 
for markets. 

In abort, our reviewer believes thot in 
every respect little Japan ia more thap a 
match for big unwieldy China. Japan ia of 
this opinion herself, uiul, according to our 
authority, aho has good grounda for her con- 
viction, " 8he believes that there is nothine 
whatever to be hoped or feared from China." 
He gives a short and olear history of the dis- 
putes between Korea and Japan and botween 
Japan and China on account of Korea, and 
ho closes tho article with tho following con' 
trast botween tho two combatants : 

Japan, in spite of all her miatakee, 
stauda for light and civilization ; her institu- 
tions are enlightened, her laws, drawn up by 
Kuropoan juriBtu, are rcnial to tho beet wu 
know, and they are justly administered ; 
her puniehniouta are humane ; her soiontifio 
and aociologicul ideals are our own. China 
stands for darkness and savagery. Her 
ocionc3 is ludicrous superstition ; her law is 
baibarous ; her punishments are uwfiil ; )ior 
politics are corruption ; her ideals are iaola- 
lion and stagnation, In thousands of 
Yumens throughout China men are tortured 
every day, hunt; up by the thumbs, forced 
to kneel upon chains, bs&t^sn with heavy 
bamboos, their ankles oraoked, their limbs 
brokon. Every week men are pnbltoly cru- 
cified and hacked to death by the thousand 
cuta. How ia anybody to desire the exten- 
sion of the away of the latter rather than 
that of tho former without avowing himself 
a partisan of savagery ? 

This appears very much one-sided, but it 
must be remembered that the writer visited 
tho countries he contrasts, and the oonoln 
aiona at which he has arrived are drawn not 
from reading or hearsay but from his own 
personal observation. 

A NEW PARTY. 

The political party which goes by the 
name of the Patrons of Industry has grown 
to very respectable proportions in the course 
of the last few years. They had their origin 
in Ontario, though they are not unknown in 
some of the other proviccss. The organi- 
zittion ia ohiefly composed of farmera, and 
their object ia to get laws made in accord- 
ance with their ideas of fairness and 
economy. The y have taken cue to let it be 
known that they do not belong to either of 
the old parties, but have aims of their 
own which they will endeavor to attain, iu' 
depondently of other party organizattions and 
platforms. 

The Patrons have been able to send as 
many as seventeen representatives to the 
Ontario Legislath'a Assembly. Their rela- 
tive importance will be seen when 
it is known that supporters of 
the Government number forty-ais and 
the Opposition are twenty-nino strong 
There are besides these two members 
elected to carry out the policy of the 
Protestant Protective Association. Tho 
Government is not supported by a olear 
majority in the Ontario Legislature. It is, 
in fact, in a minority of two. It is aup 
posed that Mr. Mowat's Government is safe, 
because a number of the Patrons are well 
a£fcoted to it, and may be expected to give 
it a general support. Bub it is hardly safe 
to count upon them, for they have by re' 
solution declared their intention to stand by 
ono another on all questions in which their 
peculiar principles are at stake. This is ono 
of the resolutions which they passed at their 
late convention : 

Resolved, that we pledge ourselves to 
vote and act unitedly on all questions do 
clared by the majority of the Patron mem- 
bers to be Patron questions ; and we hereby 
declare our determination to resist all at- 
tempts at coalition or aililiation with either 
of the existing political parties. 

This resolution looks very much like a 
warning to both Government and Opposi 
tion not to depend upon tho support of the 
Patrons. Whatever may have been their 
party predilections heretofore, they take 
oaro to toll tho world that they are now Pa- 
trons " first, lust, and all the time," 

Ab their convention the Patrons drew up a 
platform. It Is not by any means a start 
lingly radical ono. Aa might have been ex 
poctod thoy are opposed to unnocesBory t .x 
pondituro, and thoy are determined that no 
oliicial eluiU got any more than ha earns. 
They disapprove of any county ofSoial be 
ing paid by fees. They are not opposed to 
fees ]Kr ae, but they do not want to see 
them all go into the pockets of tho officials 
Thoy would have the officials paid by salary, 
and they propose that whonovor tho fees ex 
ceed that salary they shall go, not into tho 
proviooial treasury, but into that of tho 
municipality. Four of the six planks of the 
platform of the Patrons have reference to 
this matter of fees. A free residence for the 
Lieut. -GoYernor is tabocsd by these econo 
niical Patrons. 

Tho first plank of tho platform is dirootod 
agaiuBt members of tho Legislature accept 
ing passes. The Patrons want the Indepeu' 
denoe of Parliament Act so amended that it 
shall be a violation of it to accept a pass to 
travel by railway, steamboat or other means 
of transportation. The aixlh plank ia 
directed against the doctors. Tho now 
party want to take from the Medical Council 
tho power to annul the oertiQoato of anyone 
regularly authorized by the faoulty of any 
duly chartered college to practise medloine. 
They also want all charges against the phy* 
sloians, of professional wrong-doing, we pre- 
sume, to 1)3 tried by the ordinary courts in 
the ordinary way. This plank is not very 
clearly worded, but it is evident that the 



Patrons are not very fond of the 
doctors or they would not make legislation 
against their powers and privileges as a 

profession a part of their policy. This we 
fear is a bad beginning. They were not 
wiao to doclaro war againat the doctors In 
tliia wuntou way. They may repent their 
rashness before very long. 

When we read the platform w&are puz- 
zled to see a reason for the existence cf the 
Patrons as a aeparato party. Not ono of the 
objoota thoy propose to attain by their or- 
gsnizatiou ia of very greaLimpnrtanco, and 
it soema that every one ol them, good and 
bad, could be as easily acoompllshed in the 
ordinary course of legislation as by a party 
specially organized aod maintained for that 
end. ■ Creating a party for tho purpose of 
putting provincial, county and municipal 
otficiala on salary appeara to ua like getting 
a sledge hammer to break a hazel nut. 

THE BANk'oF B. N. A. 

The address of the Chairman, Mr. Richard 

H. Glyn, of the general meeting of the Bank 
of British North Amerioa which waa held in 
London ut tho beginning of tho present 
month is hopeful and even cheerful in its 
tone. Although he could not congratulate 
his hearers on iocressed profits and a big 
dividend he told them that tho Bank had 
gone through a dangerous crisis not only un- 
harmed but in excellent working condition. 
Tliis ia no doubt owing to the conaervativo 
policy which its management pursued. 
There are those who believe that if the 
Canadian banks had been a little less con- 
servative they might have passed through 
the period of depresaion equally well 
and at tho aame time lessened tho dilliuul- 
tiea and tho anxieties of buaineas moo. But 
it ia easy to bo wise after tho event. Cana- 
dians have reason to be proud of the way in 
which the binks have weathered the ttorm 
in which so many Institutions of the same 
kind in tho neighboring republic suffered 
shipwreck. Thia waa no doubt owing to 
tho ekill and prudence of those who had the 
direction of their uffiirs. Ou this subject 
Mr. Glyn expresBes himself with manly mod- 
esty. He said : 

It was, of course, not possible that the 
Dominion of Canada could escape the wave 
of depression which has gone ronod the 
world, but I think it is remarkable how well 
she has ({one through it, especially 
as regards her banks. It Is, I think, a 
great credit to the Cjinadian banking bys- 
tem that those inatitutiona have stood the 
depression bo well. (Hoar, bear.) Canada 
has that one very great advantage that she 
banks on her own capital, and does not bor- 
row inoney, as so many Colonial banks do, 
on deposit which generally falls to be re- 
paid at moat inconvenient times. Not only 
does tho Dominion aeem to tako load in 
banking, but she does so in nearly every- 
thing that affects the welfare of the Colonies 
generally. 

It is pleasant to find that the prospect for 
tho coming your is good, that buainosa is 
looking up already, and that the indications 
are that tke depression is passing away. It 
is almost certain that at the next bank meet- 
ing tho worthy chairman V7ill have an ac- 
count to give, not only of dangers passed, 
but of Buccosses achieved.

Fortune, operating through the jury box, 
favored Peroy E. Whittall with liberty 
when, a few montbs ago, he was on trial for 
the finanoiai escapades wh'ch gave this er- 
ratic scion of old-world nobility so unfavor- 
able an introduction to this land of hia 
adoption— or rather his destiny, for it will 
be remembered that he wua uncaneciously 
consigned to Western America by sailing 
ship. He had made the mistake of drawing 
and negotiating obecka without having any 
funds or credit at the bank upon which 
they were drawn, but a plea of inexperience 
In floanoial matters and irresponsibility for 
his aotiona generally, served him In good 
stead whenputupon trial. 

When Vvbittall disappeared from this 
city ho did not return as suppoted to the 
care of Ills relatives or guardians, but pro- 
ceeding north located at Fort Esslngton, 
and thoro (|uickly won the oonfidenco of a 
respected store keeper named William 
Johnson, with whom and his family " Wal- 
ter Martin '' (ivs it aooms tho young man 
now preferred to bo called) speedily ingru- 
tiutiid liiinBolf, and so oomplutoly did he 
win their uonhdenco that ho has lately been 
recognized us the acceptoil suitor of Miss 
ijohnsun. Arriving Ijack in Victoria about 
ten daya ago ho announced hia engagement 
to this young lady, and pointed out a hun- 
dred dollar ring which ho intended to buy 
for her. Ho brought with him documentary 
evidence of hia intimacy with the Johnson 
family in the ahapo of tho title deeds to 
valuable lands in the North, acquired a few 
years ago by Mr. Johnson and transferred to 
him through the law oflSce of Davie, Pooley 
& Luxton in this city. 

Upon these deeds it was Whittall's de- 
sire to raiae money, but ho at first hesitated 
about going to tho cUijo named. Brouohing 
hia buainc aa to Mr. SchuUz, in tho office of 
Sohuliz & Morphy, he was unexpectedly 
rccogniz:d by that gentleman, who thought 
it well to aavo himself from uudesiriible cum- 
plioationa by advising hia would bo client to 
wait for tho roturn ot tho limb of the law 
who had ably assisted him o it of his recent 
ecrape. The client on his part wua quite 
ready to go elsewhere when he found him- 
self recognized. So far as known, Whittall 
appears to have let the matter rest for a 
week or so, during. which time he enjoyed 
himaolf in oharaateristio fashion in spending 
a good sum of money seonred from the Van- 
couver firm through whom his old country 
remi ttances are forwarded. A supper party 
enjoyed after this fund vas exhausted 
brought him and hia boon oompanlona to the 
attention of ihe police, but toe bill for the 
feast was settled without arrest being neces- 
sitated. 

Then Whittall went to work at his origi- 
nal plan, going on Saturday to tho cfli :8 u~ 
Davie, Pooley & Luxton, whore he intro 
duoed himself aa William Johnson of Pert 
Eaaington and producing tho deeda drawn 
by that firm expressed surpriee that they 
did not recognize in him their former client. 
He explained that he wished to raiee money 
oil the security of this property. Mr. I'ooley 
promised to look into the matter, and when 
Whittall said he would like a small sum of 
money to cover his expenses while waiting 
in town gave him a check for §25. It waa 
then about half-past ono o'clock — i-.f ter bank- 
ing hours— and Whittall had the check 
cashed at Erskiiie ft Wall's after a telephone 
tneaadge to the law firm's office had made it 
plain that tho check was properly issued in 
favor of William Johnson, and Whittall had 
endorsed it with that nomo. 

Oil Monday he again called upon Mr. 
Pooley, and that gentleman informed him 
that ho had examined tho title deeds and 
everything appearing to be reeuiar ho was 
prepared to issue a check for f lTo, being the 
balance of tho nionoy deairod to bo raised. 
While they were in conversation ono of the 
oletks came in and reuogaizing the client as 
Peroy Whittall took Mr. Pooley aside and 
informed bim of the fsot. Being questioned 
as to bis identity Whittall stoutly denied 
that name, olairoiog to be William Johnson 
and nobody else, but his o'erk being equally 
positive Mr. Pooley refused to proceed witb 
the transaotioa or to surrender the deeds 
unless the $25 advanced were returned. 

Whittall left the office and in a short time 
returned with Mr. Henry Saunders, ona of 
whoso customers is the real William John- 
son, and who had a note from t hat gentle- 
man directing him to pay to '• Wiltor Mar- 
tin " S1.")U oiu of tho proceeds of the loan to 
bo raised upon the dei-da in (juestion. Mr. 
Saunders paid the f'J.") necessary to secure 
tho roturn of the documents to hia cuatomer, 
and there tho transaction reated for tho time 
bei.'g. 

Up to lost night tho arm of tho law had 
not reacliud nut afti r Whittall, and ic docs 
not; sociii aa if nrnncrdings v.'il! h.T inaliluied 
at least jiending the receipt of information 
from tho North aa to how ho camo to bo in 
posseesion of Mr. Johnson's papers and 
what authority was delegated to him by 
that gentleman.

The Czar Suffcrliifr From Brlffht's 
Disease— A Ilatlical Elected to 
Sncceed Treslilent tevier. 

Russian Sncceusos at the Polls in 
Bnlgarla-TJie Dutch ia 

Lombuk. 

London, Sept. 25 —The tumor is ourrent 
that the Czw ia suffering irom BfiKliL'B 
disease, 

Ab the Grand Ducheaa of Hbbbo is in doli- 
cato health, it ia said that tho marriage of 
Princeds Alix of Hesse to the Czarewitob 
may be postponed agdn, this time until 
February, 

Two Jack the Hipper murders have boon 
commuted near Innspruolc, Anstria, the 
bodies of two women, naked and mutilated, 
haviog been found. Still another woman is 
miasiDp. 

Tho U. S. Ship Culumbia, which has beon 
on duty ot Bluefialds with tho Marblehead 
for suveral monthH, arrived at Port Limon 
Monday. She hoa aoveral aboard who are 
sick with malarial fever. They will bo 
shipped by the first ateamer to the United 
StatoB. Tho Columbia will return to lilue- 
fields. 

Sixty houses in tho city of Blaaaeni, where 
cholera is making fearful ravages, were 
burned laxt night, A number ot the 
matea BuSeriog Irom the disoaso wore too 
weak to eaeape and were burned to dcatli. 

A sensation has been caused in Ilionie i>y 
tho report that two officials of the ministry 
of war recently offered to a foreign powtr 
plana of and documents referring to tho 
mobilizitioQ of the Italian forces. 

It ia aiiid that Prime Miniacer Criepi of 
Italy sought to enoroaoh upon Tripoli to 
divert attention from Italy's financial trou 
bles. 

The result of the second ballot in the dis 
triot of Nugent sur Seine to fill the vaoanoy 
in the French chamber of deputies caused by 
the election of M. Caaimir Perier to the 
proaiilency reaultcd : Buohimont, Radical, 
4,9S0 ; Robert, Republican, 4,5S2. At the 
ballotinfr or Septembpr 9, Robert received 
4.0S3, Bichimont, ,i,361. A aeoond ballot 
waa uecoaaary, aa Robert did not receive a 
majority over hia two oompotitorB. Tho 
Souialiata' withdrew their ciudidato aud 
voted for tho Radical. 

It ia reported that Col. Colville, the ad- 
miniatrator of Uganda, inatruotcd by tho 
minister of war, ia githericg the remaina of 
Emin Paaha's Soudaooao t 'oopa for a maroi 
on Barelohea, on tho Nile, in ordor to pre- 
vent tho paaaago of the Monteil miasion. 
The departure of Uol. Colville will be the 
signal for a joint Anglo-Italian expedition 
from Suakim and ICiBsala to Khartoum. 

The Premier of Victoria, Australia, Hon, J. 
B, Patterson, has resigned, owing to the re- 
sult of the elections, the feature of which is 
the annihilation of the free trade party. 
Mr. Patterson waa re-elected, but his party 
did not receive tho eiipport he expected. 
The leader of the oppoaiiion waa defeated. 

Dispatches received from Dalmatia, Java, 
say Mitarem, capital of the island of Lom- 
bok, has been almost destroyed by the bom- 
bardment of the Dntebi. The besieged are 
beglcning to suffer from famine and are ex- 
pected te oapitnlate to>day. 

The sppoiat eleotions in Bulgaria have re- 
sulted in the Buooeasof the RuaBuphilts. 
M. Bideslowoff, minister of justice, and 
Tenoboff, mintster of oommeroe, have re- 
eigned. M. Seankofif, leader of the Rusao- 
philes, .was elected, and Karavoloff was de- 
feated. 

Signor Rsnuzzl Segnl, secretary of tho 
Itilian legation and acting charge d'olFiires 
at Belgrade, Servia, baa been recalled in 
oonaequouce of u (|u»rrel with the Servian 
foreign minister, Mr. Nekolitch. It ia 
alleged that tho latter replied to Signor 
Rtinuzzi-Segni'a rcqucat that a date be 
named when hla letters of reoallment might 
be formally preaented that ho might go 
whenever he pleaoBu, en liloyirig the phraee, 
" AUez voua en." Tho Riforma publiahea a 
report that a violent altercation took place 
after the insulting remark of the Servian 
foreign minister, which ended in tho latter 
hustling the Italian representative out of 
the foreign office without ceremony. Baron 
Galvsgaa, the Italian minister at Servia, left 
Belgrade two months ago, leaving .Signer 
Ranozzi-Segni in charge of the Italian 
legation, 

A dispatch to tho lJ,iily News from Odes- 
sa says that a number of arrests in connection 
with the I'eoent raid upon the Polish olub 
have been made and the police are continu- 
ing the search for guilty persons with the 
result of oooaaionally taking one into cus- 
tody. The persons arrested inolnded a large 
number of university students. The belief 
has beeomn general that the onlprits are con- 
neoted with an extensive revolutionary 
movement, the leaders of which are acting 
in concert with the Fotes in Ualicia. 



ANAIiCJlY IN MOROCCO. 

Hebrews Contlmmlly I'lnridered and Htrlppcd 
(if Tlii'lr Clothlnt;. 

LoNUON, Sept. 25. — Advices from Tan- 
gier says that Jews on their way to the 
markets are continually plundered and 
stripped of their clothing on tho principal 
roads. An imperial tax of £5 ia demanded 
for the free passage. The Eroharrni tribe 
is demanding the immediate reloaao of 
Muley Mohammed, the eldest aon of tho 
lata, Sultan Muley Hassnu Muley 
Mohammed waa proclaimed aeitan early 
in Suptetrbor, in spite of tho fuct that 
hia younger brother, Abdul Azv,, had 
provioiibly been proclaitncd Bultiwi and 
had bten recogni/.od ua auch at Piz, tho Beat 
of the present covernmont of Morocco. 
Muley Mohammed, however, hud previoualy 
been imprisoned atNarukeah by order of hia 
brother, tho aultan, and waa compollud to 
aign the act of adliuoii)n to Abdul Aziz Thu 
poaition of tho latter haa been secured by 
being recognized aa aultan by the powerful 
sheriff of VVazan. In addition to demanding 
tho rolooBO of Muley Mohammed tho lit- 
chamna tribe la demanding the immediate 
releaao of all other political prisoners now in 
confinement at Morocco city. If the de- 
mands are not granted the tribes mentioned 
threaten to plunder Morocco olty. 

UiiHNliin Itnllwny Station. 

London, Sopt. 25.— Dispatches have been 
received at St. Petersburg from Vladivo- 
stock confirmirg tho report tiint a Chlnoao 
mob had attacked and plundered a Siberian 
roilway station in tho province of Uaauri, 
liight Rusaians wore killed by tho mob. 
Russian troops are in pursuit of the maraud- 
ers, who have oroaaod the Chinese frontier.

BANKOy BRITISH NOarHAMEIilCA. 

General Meptlnir — The Jlunner In Which 
C'liiuuta I'liBsi'd ThreUKh the Dt'lircsslon 
iteniiirkiiblc. 

A grneral meeting of tho proprietors of) 
the i5aiik of British North America was 
held on Tuesday, Soptciuber 4, at tho Lon- 
don cilice of the corporation, 3 Clemunt's 
lane, Lombard alreet. Mr. Riobard H. 
(Jlyu presided, aud there was a'filr attend- 
ance of aharoholdera. 

Tho secretary (Mr. A. fl. Wallia) having 
read the notice couveniDg tho mootiug, 

Tho chairmau aaid : I preaunio. gentle- 
uiou, that the report nniy bo taken ita read. 
I think the balance Bhuoc refleots very 
clearly tlie great, atate of depreuaion which 
has existed on the oilior aide of tho Atlantic 
during the past nix months ; and, indeed, 
for a longer pericd. You will uo'iua that 
the totals at the eod of June, 1894, are 
£4:559 000, against £4,870,000 ia Decem- 
ber, 1893, and £5,372,000 in June of last 
year. This shows you what a general stand- 
ing off in business there' has been, and the 
itenia in tho accounts themselves — as far as 
they refer to the earning powers of the bank 
—tell precisely the same tale. The only 
item that has altered to any appreciable ex- 
tent is deposits and ourrent accounts. 
Note circulation fell oS from £222,000 to 
£206,000 ; bills receivable were £3,888 900, 
and now are £3,409.000 ; snd you will ate 
tho Buperabundanoe of oatsh when you look 
at the fact that the cash and specie at 
b inkers and in hand is now £7.36,000, 
againat £704,000 in Djoember last, and that 
invcHfmentu have risen from £161,000 to 
£21),S,(JU(). Tlioro havo boon no alterations 
ot any uonsfquenue in tho bank premieea. 
Now, of course, the p»at half-year baa been 
IX time of very conaiderablo deprcsaion on 
tlu) other aide ot tho Atlantic. Not only 
havo the prices of produce been very low 
aud trade gsnorally very bad, but the dia- 
caafion on tho tariff bill in tho United 
Statea naturally up-fit bunineas all round, 
i-nl Doccsbirily r. 11 c ed on buaineaa in 
Canada. I am glad to toll you that within 
tho last two days tT'telegram has been re- 
ceived stating that the new bill seemed 
more favorable to Canada, and it is thought 
that it may be tho moans of loading to 
some improvement. Our friend Mr. Paton, 
here, the New York banker, has just told me 
that his odvioes f:om New York state 
that things are lookieg up very much, and 
it cannot but bo that if thinga look up in 
America generally they must reflect upon 
Canada, which is so cloaoly bound up with 
tho United States. (Hear, hear.) Tho re- 
sult of the half year la, of course, very dia- 
appointiue, but it haa uriaen from the sim- 
ple fjct that we havo not been able to lend 
our money ot remuneralivo ratea. Wo 
thought it necessary to keep larger reserves 
than usual, and these reserves havo been, to 
a large extenti Idle on our hands. What 
money we have lent has been at such low 
rates of interest that it haa very seriously 
affected the profits of the Bank for the halt- 
year under review. I may say, what is al- 
ways said and what is always true, that the 
fullest possible provision has been made for 
bad and doubtful debts. Our B»Dk is in a 
moat liquid position— (hear heai)— aa any 
body can see from looking at tho balance 
sheet; and we are quite ready to take ad- 
vantage of any turn of bu»ineaa that may 
come. It was, of course, not possible that 
the Dominion of Canada could escape the 
wave of depression which has gone round the 
world, but I think it ia remarkable how well 
she has gone through it, eepeeially aa re 
gards her banka. It is, I think, a great 
credit to the Canadian banking a< atom that 
those institutions should havo stood tho de- 
pression BO well. (Hear, hear.) ('anada 
has this one very great advantage, that sho 
banks on her own capital, and does not bor 
row money aa so many colonial banka do, on 
deposit, which generally fails to be repaid 
at moat inconvenient timea. Not only does 
the Dominion aeem to take tho lead in bmk 
ing, but ohe does ao in nearly everything 
that aff.fotH the welfare of the colonies gen 
erally. Wo all know how earnoat sho has 
been in carrying out the Pacific cable 
aoheme— (cheers) —and thoao of ua who are 
old enougti to remember Canada aa she was 
fivo-and-twenty years ago cinnot but won 
dor at the extraordinary progress she has 
made. When I first went out, London, 
Ontario, was then very far west ; now they 
have in Canada a railway from the Atlantic to 
the Paoifio ; and, not content with that, they 
have Bteamem mnnlng to the far East ; and, 
further than that, they have started a lino 
of steamers to Australia. (Cheers.) In 
deed, Canada seems to be gradually becoro 
ing u sort of through route to the rest of the 
world. (Hear, hoar ) All this must neces- 
sarily have a great effect upon the future of 
the Dominion. I have very little to say to 
you to day except that we have received a 
cablpgram whinh I think will interest y 
as it gives a general idea of tho position of 
thinga in the Djminion at tho present time. 
It reada : "Province of Qjtboc — crops are 
good and dairy products lurga ; Maritime 
Provircea — crops good, but output of h 
bur estimated at 25 per cent, below last 
year ; Ontario — cropa only fair, and hay, 
roots, dairying injured by drought, lumber 
considerably below laatyear; Nortliweat — 
quality of cronpa good and hurvcating well 
on ; British Coluniliia — catch of aoul 
akins above averat;o, ))ut lumber 
leroat exceedingly dull. Volumo of business 
throughout Dominion considerably reduced 
(you see this banlc ia not alone in experi- 
encing a falling nfi' of buainoas) note circu- 
lation of all banks doolined over ^3, 700, 000 
and loans nearly $4, 5(H), 000 within twelve 
months, while, further, depoeita hearing iii- 
crcaaed §5,000,000. Very little new busi- 
ness ofTeriog, and demand for money very 
light at present." I will now formally move 
that the report and accounts be received and 
adopted. I havo omitted to say oae thing, 
and that is that tho charter of the bank has 
buen renewed to the year 1901. 

Mr. Frederick Lubbock seoonded the mo- 
tion, which waa carried unanimously. 

Mr. C. W. Bowley moved a vote of thanks 
to the directors, to the general manager, 
and to the stsff. 

Mr. >Toha Paton seconded tho motion, and 
doolored that ho thought that there was no 
conservatively better managed liank in the 
city of London than this'. Ho wiahnil to 
confirm what the chairman had aaid about 
tho improvomeut in busincBS in tho United 
Statea, which, ho Bald, had beon moat 
uiarvelloua. 'J'ho now tarill' wuh a distinct 
improvement upon tho McKinloy tariff, and 
half a loaf wan certainly better tliuii no 
broad. (Hoar, hear) Ho thought tlin tariff 
would benclit tho bunk in two wayn. Firstly, 
thero would bo better rates of intureat ruling 
in Now York, which would bo of benefit to 
tho bank, and, aocoudly, thero would bo a 
marked improvement in tho trado between 
all parta of Canada and tho United Stutee. 
(Cheers.) 

The unanimous adoption of tho vote of 
thanks terminated the meoting.

A By-L.iw to En.iblo tho Corporation of 
tho City of Viotorift to raise the sum 
of 6150,0qp for Wafcer Worlcs Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas it is expedient and nooeaaary to 
raise a sum of money for extending and im- 
proving tho supply of wator of the water works 
of tho City of Victoria to tho inhabitants 
thereof, and for that pnrposo to raise by way 
of loan upon the.oredlt ot the said olty the sum 
of$lS0.000i' 

And whereas it will roqulro tho sum of 
87,731 to bo raised annually by rate for tho pay- 
ment ef tho new debt and interest; 

And whereas the whole ratable land and 
improvements or real property ot the sold cor- 
poratlon of the City Of Ylotoria, according to 
tho last revised assessment roll for the year 
1891, is 916,559,370.00; 

And whereas it will require an annual rate 
of one half of ono mill in tlio dollar tor paying 
such new debt and Intereat; 

And whereas thia By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed e.\copc with tho consent tit tho 
Xileutenant-Qovernor-ln Council. 

Be it therefore enacted by tho Municipal 

Council of tho corporation of the City ot Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

See. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of the City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of the debentures horoinaf tor mentioned from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may be willing to advance the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exce^lng In tha 
whole the sum ot $150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of ^.80 2-3 dollars to tho one 
pound Btorlingl, and to oatiso all auma ao raised 
or received to be paid into tho handa of 
tho Treasurer of the said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tbo object hereinbetere re- 
cited.

Mayor thereof.

Seo. i. Tho said dobonturei shall boar in- 
toroat at the rato of ii per cent, per annum 
from tho dato thereof, which Interest shall bo 
payable half yearly, at such place, either In 
Groat Britain, tho United Stotea ot America, 
or tho Dominion ot Canada, as may bo ex 
pressed In the debentures and coupons.

Lecture by Rev. Ur. Bryce In St, Andrew's 
Church Last Ereuing. 

Rev. Dr. Bryoa lectured last night In 8b. 

Andrew's ohurch on "Scotland and Its 
Pudp'o ' He called attention to the beauti- 
ml sucnery of Scotland, and to the Iberian, 
Ct'kic and Saxon elements of its population. 
After a rfifcrcnoo to pointa of interest in 
Soutiish history, he dwelt in an intercatiiig 
manner on Soottlali poetry and muaio As 
to liieralurc, ho showed h'lw Scotland had 
taken a leading part. Burns, in lyric 
poetry, ilaciulny, in hiatoiy, Carlylo, as an 
essiviat, Lird JcIF oy, aa a reviewer, and 
Sir Walter Scott, as a novoliat, hold tirst; 
placea. The religion of Scotland was then 
taken up, and a eulogy pronounced on 
John Knox as a statesman and the founder 
of frjo schools. Rtferenco was made to 
Scottish theology as producing a nation cf 
philosophers. The Highland aaoramental 
gatherings were described, and the work of 
the great; Scottish preaehora, Chalmora, 
Guthrie and Norman Maolood, eulogized. 
Scottish pjktriotiam was specially noted, and 
the doings of tho Highland regiments at 
Quebec, Lucknow, Ashantco and Tel-cl- 
Kebir descrited. The eucceaaof Scotchmen 
was noted, and tlio looturur then referred to 
tho use of keeping up the aouial cuatoii'S of 
the Sootohmen. In closing, Dr liryce 
claimed to be a Canadian first, but found 
this ooDsistenb with his devotion to Scottish 
memories. There was a very fair audience, 
and the lecturer was well received with 
demonstrations of approval. Dr. Bryoe 
leaves for tbe East this evening.
